that pourtrayed in the Statesman.

SLAVERY.—A letter has beep received at 
Plymouth, Eng. from an oflicer of his majes- 
ty’s ship Aurora, Captain Austen, giving an 
account of the capture of a Spanish slave 
schooner, under Dutch colors, attended with 
horrible circumstances. It appears that two 
officers, with a boat’s crew, were sent on 
board of the vessel to examine her papers. 
The captain represented her as a Dutch 
schooner, laden with sugar and after search- 
ing a considerable time nothing to the contra- 
ry was discovered. Something, however, 
having occurred to raise their suspicions, one 
of the officers descended into the hole, and, 
after some search, accidently perceived the 
leg of a black man under a curtain, and on 
pulling aside the curtain, more than 240 slaves 
were found ina state of dreadful starvation ! 
They had been at sea from the coast of Gui- 
nea, 47 days ; and 60, out of the 200 and odd 
had died on the passage, together with three 
others the day after the Capture. Only one 
days provision was left in the schooner ; and, 
on throwing a ham amongst them, they fought 
for it ike hungry dogs.

fect understanding of the facilities of our state 
for internal improvement, and of the best lo- 
cation of that part upon the credit or success 
of which, future undertakings must depend.

These routes do not include all the surveys 
contemplated by the act of the Legislature that 
constituted the board of Commissioners. A 
route from Philadelph a through Lancaster 
and Chester County to the Susquehanna, and 
one to connect the line of the proposed 
Chesapeake and Ohio Canal with the Juniata, 
were omitted to give more time, and greater 
funds to those portions of the survey that 
required more immediate attention, as being 
primary objects without which the others 
would not be required. 

It was thought advisable to commence the 
work at or near Harrisburg, at the termina- 
tion of the Union Canal, previously to which 
it was determined to fix on the general

If the canal shall hereafter cross the Allegheny, 
at Pine creek, a sum pot less than 65,000 most b 
allewed for the aquedaet, and the farter sam of 
$46,946 O2 for the remaining distance, between the 
emi of the aqueduct and the tevunmation at Pitts. 
burg, according to the late estimate of Mr Reberts. 
So that the whole sua yet required for this division 
of the canal, according to its present location, excha- 
sve of damages to private property, not yet aseer- 
tained, is $354,007 76. it on the coutrary, the 
present location be rescinded, and the canal be eon- 
tinued down to the west side, so as to end in the 
Allegheny, opposite Pittsburg, the $55,000 will be 
saved, and $55,407 36, must be added, for the dis- 
tance between Pine creek and Pittsburg, making the 
whole estimated cost yet to be incurred, $277,408 90. 
The length of line now under contract on the west- 
ern division, is 24 miles and 7 chains, with 36 feet 
of lockage, distributed among five locks. The total 
fall from the top of the aqueducts at Kiskeusipetas, 
to the bottom of the river at Pittsburg, is 4! feet, 
oo that 45 additional feet of lockage will be required 
to complete the communication. ‘The remaning 
distance by the eastern side, i# 5 miles 33 chains, 
that on the western side, 5 miles and 52 inches. 


The cifference in the cost between these 
two routes is certainly very great, yet, it must 
be recollected, that much is due to the capi- 
tal of the west; her growing importance, and 
her past zeal in the cause of internal improve- 
ment, entitles her opinion to much weight in 
the councils of the state, and renders it 
proper that her convenience should be con- 
sulted even at the risk of much pecuniary 
sacrifice. In addition to the two sectiens of
